Winter Egg Production 


Fresh eyes are scarce, prices 
are high and this is the time of 
the year the poultry man makes 
a good profit if his hens are in 
production. At the Station 
some of the pullets have been 
in production tor three months 
or more and others are just 
coming into production. No 
secret processes are entailed in 
achieving this, but two simple 


basio principles are followed, 


Marly hatched birds of a pro- 
ductive strain and proper feed- 
ing methods combine to make 
possible good production when 
the prices are high. 

Balauced rations are used, 
and this simply means that the 
materials required for making 
eggs are provided each bird in 
ite feed in sueh amounts that 
an egg can be produced practio- 
ally every day. While a fiirly 
elaborate ration ir used at the 
station, home-grown grains 
properly supplemented form 
very satisfactory ration for egg 
production. However, farm 
grains alone do not supply 
enough of all the essential ele. 
ments and supplements that 
must be added for best results. 
Beef scraps is the protein sup. 
plement used at the statiou and 


_bone meal.is: also added to the 


ration to supply necessary min. 
erals. Cod liver oil is another 


‘essential supplement used to 


supply vitamins A and D which 
are of primary importance and 
without which the body func. 
tions of the birds do not take 
place normally, 

Skim milk is provided to 
some of the birds at the station 
but sufficient is not available so 
that allcan be fed this highly 
nutritious supplement to the 
geain ration. Whenever skim 
milk is available the purchased 
protein supplement can be 
greatly reduced, but 1t i+ ques- 
tionable whether it should ever 
be entirely eliminated from the 
ration Too many poultry 
dealers fail to yrasp the im- 
portance of the protein supple- 
ment to a ration, and yet it 
does appear so loyical that a 
bird cannot be expected to pro- 
duce eggs it the necessary 
materials sare not supplied to

Two feeding methods are 
employed at the station, one 
the mash and scratch and the 
other the all-mash system re- 
quirés less labor and atteation 
in tveding as all the feed is 
strictly self-fed. We have found 
that when the birds first become 
accustomed to this system of 
feeding it appears to be as 
satisfactory as others, Some 
feeders have found difflculty in 
keeping their birds in satisfact. 
ory body condition when scrat- 
ch is yot fed, but this may be 
partly due to the ration not 
being properly balanced.

Remembrance Day ~~ Its Memories And 
Lessons 


The world has commemorated another anniversary of the signing of the 
Armistice,-the sixteenth. Remembrance Day, as we have come most ap- 
propriately to call November 11, falling on a Sunday as it did this year, | 
was observed by hundreds of thousands of people in nations all over the} 
world. From the pulpits of churches of all religious denominations Peace 
sermons were preached and the horribleness and brutality of war vividly 
depicted and unanimously condemned. Gathered at the graves of Unknown 
Warriors, assembled about cenotaphs and other monuments erected to the| 
memory of the gallant dead, or meeting in solemn memorial services, men 
and women formed an almost unbroken circle around the world as they 
stood with bowed heads and in impressive silence as the hour of eleven 


o'clock struck. ; | 

It was Remembrance Day! People wore flaming red poppies symbolical | 
of Flanders Fields and of the bright red blood of youth there shed. Rever-| 
ently they laid wreaths of poppies in many hallowed spots. People heard | 
the pipes and drums play “The Lament”, the bugles sound “Last Post” and | 
Reveille’, and they saw the Colors slowly dipped. 

Pride and sorrow were interwoven and strangely mixed as the memories) 
of those of the older generation were carried back to 1914-1918 and to the 
first Armistice Day,— pride that men, and women too, had responded to the | 
call of duty when that call came; sorrow that so many had been called upon | 

_ to make the supreme sacrifice or go through life maimed and handicapped | 
to the end of their days. And mingling with pride and sorrow there was a 
_tighteous anger that such a barbarism as War should be permitted and | 
sanctioned by peoples and nations styling themselves Christian and civilized. | 

But docs Remembrance Day mean nothing more than this? Does it 
begin and end with the twenty-four hours of November 11, and are we then 
to lapse into forgetfulness for the remaining 364 day@ of the year until once | 
again November 11 calls upon us to stand in silence and remember? | 

Consider, you who are now reading these lines: Have the memories 
stirred only a few short days ago not already begun to fade? Is not that | 
almost red hot righteous anger against War and all that War means which 
you felt so recently already cooling off? if your passionate demand for 
Peace, and that never again shall War blast its way in this world, as keen | 
to-day as it was when you stood in a silence that could almost be felt just | 
a few days ago? Alas, it must be so. Indeed it is well that in many re- | 
spects our human memories are short, else we could not bear the burdens 
which memory would bring. But it is vitally important to the future of 
mankind that we should never forget all the tragedy that Reme mbrance Day 
brings to mind. So far as the awfulness and uselessness of War is Gon- 
cerned, every day should be Remembrance Day. | 

Canada is a peace-loving country. If the decision could be left to the | 
Canadian people there would never be another war waged anywhere on this | 
world’s surface, nor upon its seas, nor in its air. Canada has always set the | 
nations an example in disarmament; or rather by its refusal to engage in| 
armaments. Our paltry permanent force and numerically small and widely | 
scattered militia is but a domestic police force maintained to guarantee law | 
and order. Of offensive armaments Canada possesses none. 

But as a nation of Peace, Canada has a duty to the whole world, At 
Geneva the voice of Canada is always raised for Peace; in world conference | 
Canada’s vote is always cast for Peace. But the responsibility is ours to | 
make our voice for Peace stronger and still more emphatic in a world of | 
nations apparently bent upon engaging in a race for war-like armaments 
unparalleled in all history. 

Narrow nationalism, with all its selfishness, its suspicions, its jealousies 
and its animosities is the basic, the underlying cause of war. The truth of | 
this statement is emphasized over and over again by the well known inter- 
national correspondent, Isaac F. Marcosson, in an article entitled ‘Does 
Europe Want Disarmament?” Selfish nationalism wrecked the World Eco- | 
nomic Conference called to bring about tariff and currency readjustment, 
and because of that failure the whole world still staggers and suffers. Sel- 
fish nationalism has rendered every disarmament conference a failure. And 
because men still insist upon such narrow national selfishness, the nations | 
are heading straight into another war. 

Canada is not free of the taint of selfish nationalism, but it has not the | 
grip on the people of this new and young land that it has upon the older | 
countries of Europe and Asia, Nevertheless, if Canada’s voice for World| 
Peace is to be as strong and emphatic as it ought to be, the Canadian peo- | 
ple must not only place a curb upon the growth of any spirit of selfish | 
nationalism but we must seek to eradicate it from our individual minds and | 
hearts and from the policies of this Canadian Dominion. | 

Let us remember and keep fresh the memories and lessons of Remem-| 
brance Day, abhor War and all that tends towards War, and think and plan! 
and live for Peace at home and in the world.

Ottawa correspondent. 

This will be done, the Mail says, 
by amending the _ order-in-council 
under which the commission is now 
functioning so as to empower it to 
investigate any and every abuse 
charged in connection with the con- 
duct of Canadian business and in- 
dustry.

Winnipeg.—Sale of 600,000 bushels 
of low-grade Canadan wheat for ani- 
mal feed in the United States was 
confirmed by Winnipeg grain export- 
ers, marking a new development in 
disposal of Western Canada's surplus 
grain supplies. 

The total shipment was estitnated 
to be worth $390,000 on a Fort Wil- 
liam basis, with the farmers receiv- 
ing about $250,000 when allowance 
for freght rates, commissions, etc., 
are made. 

Previously, amber durum wheat 
had been purchased, by United States 
interests for maedaroni purposes as 
well as a limited amount of hard red 
spring wheat for bread making. The 
totul of these grains exported to the 
United States since August 1, be- 
ginning of the new crop year, was 
estimated at 10,000,000 bushels.

Remains House Leader 


Hon. George 8S. Henry Endorsed By 
Ontario Conservatives 


Toronto.—Hon. George S. Henry, 
former premier, was endorsed as 
house leader for the Conservative op- 
position at the next legslature ses- 
sion by Conservative members in 
caucus here.

“I feel that the course I have 
taken was well worthwhile,” Mr.

Fog Cost Three Lives 


Transportation Paralvzed In Some 
Sections Of United Kingdom 


London.—-A_ thick fog which cost 
three lives and spread generally 
throughout the United Kingdom, 
paralyzed transportation in some sec- 
tions. 

London and the area to the south 
were clear, but the country west- 
ward to Bristol and northward to 
Glasgow was thickly smothered. 

A train killed two railway guards 
who were unloading race horses near 
Derby, while a motorcyclist died 
after a collision at Kettering. Six 
fishing vessels collided off Lowestoft 
and fog held ships at Liverpool, while 
the Caledonia from New York was 
forced to wait at Greenock before 
proceeding to Glasgow. Shipping in 
the Bristol channel, on the Mersey 
river and the River Clyde did not 
move and boats for Dublin and Bel- 
fast were held up. 


New Farm Policy 


Soviets Start Movement To Provide 
Every Farmer With A Cow 

Moscow.-— The Soviet’s collective 
farms and farmers were ordered to 
get more pigs, cows and sheep. 

A new step in the drive to give 
“every collective farmer a cow,” the 
move will be financed. by 25.000,000 
roubles set aside from government 
funds, it was announced. 

State farms were ordered to sell 
430,000 head of cattle, 600,000 sheep 
and 250,000 pigs to collective stock 
farms before the end of the first 
quarter of next year. The collective 
farms will pay 30 to 60 per cent. 
cash, the rest in two to four years. 

State farms also must sell during 
the same period to individual eollec- 
tive farmers 300,000 calves, 1,200,000 
pigs and 200,000 lambs. For these 
sales the government authorized 
credits of 7,000,000 roubles.

Canadian Chamber Of Commerce 
Offers Services To Shareholders 
Montreal.—As a nation-wide non- 

political body, the Canadian Chamber 

of Commerce offered its services to 
shareholders of the Bank of Canada 
in the difficult matter of electing 
directors for the new Central bank.

London. —- Speaking some hours 
after a cabinet minister had declared 
“war talk” was entirely unwarranted, 
Winston Churchill declared: “We 
must without another day's delay be- 
gin to make ourselves at least the 
strongest airpower in the European 
world.” 

The redoubtable Winston, foremost 
of the imperialists, said this was the 
first measure of preparation whereby 
another war could be averted. It 
would prevent Britain being forced 
into war. 

At Newport, J. H. Thomas, secre- 
tary for the Dominions, stressed that 
Britain had no secret entanglements 
There was no jus- 
tification for talk of war, he added. 
The British government ‘neither 
directly nor indirectly, privately or in 
any way whatever,” he said, had any 


| commitment on the continent. 


Mr Thomas also expressed his per- 
sonal advocacy of an enquiry into the 
arms traffic, because it would show 
that compared with other nations 
Britain had cause for pride. He re- 
ferred to the fact Britain is the only 
country exercising control over arms 
shipment by an arms export licens- 
ing system.

‘English Trees In Australia 


Were Planted By First Settlers 
Many Years Ago 

Australia is a land of paradoxes. 
The Duke of Gloucester met with one 
on his centenary tour when he was 
entertained on some of the country's 
most renowned sheep ranches called 
“stations”. 

Eighty years ago Australia's wide- 
visioned pastoralists chartered their 
sailing ships and brought with them 
to a new-old country English tradi- 
tions and customs, English posses- 
sions and—-English trees. 

These they planted when their 
homestead was a shanty and the 
acres they had “squatted” on were 
virgin bush waiting to be cleared. 
Thanks to their foresight, there have 
been created in the heart of isolation, 
with the nearest town twenty to a 
hundred miles away and the nearest 
neighbor sometimes as much, homes 
which combine the restful charm of 
an English manor house with the 
variety of Australian station life. 

The “Ercildoune” homestead where 
the royal visitor stayed, is sheltered 
by trees more than a hundred feet 
high and as old as the property, 
which dates from 1838, four years 
after the founding of Melbourne. The 
four acres of garden include an old- 
world English wall garden and 
trout-filled lake. The spreading lawns 
at “Mawallock”, the other Victorian 


| station, which the duke also visited, 


overlook a great expanse of lake 


where the family holds boating and 


| bathing parties during the summer. 


There is one New South Wales 
home noted for its rose garden con- 


taining 146 varieties of blooms, the! 


shady pergolas which are dotted 
about the terraced lawns and the 
rock garden and = shrubberies; an- 
other for its willow and poplar lanes, 
its wooded bird sanctuary and the 
peacocks which strut along the 
herbaceous borders of the beautiful 
garden; still another for a lake stock- 
ed with every species of wild fowl; 
and a fourth for a forest planted 


| with hundreds of English and foreign 


trees beneath which, in the appointed 
season, grow primrose and lilies of 
the valley and in the fields nearby 
cowslips. 

There is an unwritten law in the 
Australian “bush” that every travel- 
ler be given a meal and bed, includ- 
ing the “swagman” or “sundowner” 
who tramps the country looking for 
work with his belongings in a ‘“‘swag”’ 
on his back—and who ifs provided 
with a shakedown in the men's 
quarter or In a shed sometimes erect- 
ed specially for the purpose. Unher- 
alded guests are inevitable in a contl- 
nent of distances, but always wel- 
come. Australian hospitality is just- 
ly famed.

provement was carried through to 
the finished butter, 83.1 per cent. of 
which graded first, compared with 
78.4 per cent. in 1982. A start has 
also been made during the last two 
years on the grading of cheese and 
the marketing of same according to 
government grade certificate.

| buttons amounted to $389,858, and 
| the value of the output was $1,135,- 
1624. Vegetable ivory buttons to the 
| value of $231,906 were the principal 
{item of production, followed by pearl 
| buttons of all kinds valued at $204,- 
| 085, while celluloid buttons held third 
| place with a value of $183,285. 
| For the third consecutive year this 
| industry has reported increased activ- 
ity. Compared with 1932 there was 
an increase of four in the number of 
establishments reporting with an in- 
crease of $107,864 in the capital in- 
| vested. There was also an increase 
of 110 in the total number of em- 
ployees with an increase in the an- 
nual payroll of $64,840. The gross 
value of production rose to the extent 
|of $143,870, or 14.5 per cent., while 
the cost of materials used and the 
value added by manufacture were 
greater by $108,529 and $35,341 
respectively. 

In addition to the buttons made in 
Canada large quantities are also im- 


/ported annually from abroad. In 
1933 imports of buttons of all kinds 
were valued at $167,241, a decrease 
of $58,916 compared with the pre- 
vious year.

Search For Drouth Resisting 
Wheat Of High Quality

Six years’ intensive study to-day is 
bringing success in the search for a 
drouth resisting wheat with all the 
qualities of the famed Marquis and 
Reward strains. 

“Drouth resisting wheat, including 
all the desirable agronomical quali- 
ties, is being achieved although a 
few years more will be required be- 
fore it is ready to be placed at the 
disposal of the growers,” declared 
Dr. O. S. Aamodt, youthful member 
of the department of field crops, Uni- 
versity of Alberta. 

Dr. Aamodt took time out from 
the sessions of the associate com- 
mittee on grain research, a branch of 
the national research council, to de- 
tail achievements reached. “But don't 
think we are producing a wheat that | 
will grow without moisture,”’ he 
warned. ‘That is impossible.” 

The characters developed so far in| 
the drouth resisting wheat hybrid | 
were the ability to resist permanent 
wilting, growth habit favorable to 
dry periods, intensity of root systems 
and ability to germinate in dry soils. 
“Experiments in actual growing in 
the last two years show clearly 
drouth resistance can be transferred 
from one variety to another and in 
combination with other desirable 
agronomic qualities,” Dr. Aamodt de- 
clared. 

Ability of the strain to resist 
permanent wilting was among the 
major assets. Many wheats in use 
now take root and start to grow but | 
when a dry spell comes along they 
wilt and die. The objective in the 
drouth resisting wheat is to give it) 
the ability to recover from the wilt— 


;and clammy. More men were felled 


a@ case of lying dormant when mois- 
ture is lacking and taking life again 
when rain falls. 

The growth habit came in for 
study when it was found drouth 
caused its greatest damage when 
the green shoots started to appear.

Studied Heat Casualties 


More Men Affected But Death Rate 
Higher For Women 

Staff physicians of hospitals at 
Kansas City, who treated many heat 
victims last summer, are now check- 
ing over their records and seeking to 
throw more light on the subject. 
Medical literature, they say, does not 
hold a great déal of information on 
heat attacks, 

At General Hospital 82 cases were 
treated, of which 63 were heat 
stroke. The others were heat ex- 
haustion. In the former it was found 
the temperature usually was far 
above normal, but the body was cold 


by the heat than women, but the 
mortality rate was higher for women. 
Death resulted in 34 of the 82 cases, 
32 of the deaths being among those 
suffering from heat stroke. 

Other data showed that where the 
temperature reached 108 degrees 
death resulted in 63.4 per cent.

Into Museum

Sophia is to be turned into a 
museum, 

Constructed by Justinian the Great 
and consecrated on Christmas Day, 
587 A.D., St. Sophia is said to be the 
oldest Christian church in the world, 
as well as the finest surviving exam- 
ple of Byzantine architecture. When 
the Turks took Constantinople in 
1453 they turned the building into a

erection of the minarets that stand 
at its four corners and numerous in- 
terior changes. The Koran forbid- 
ding the reproduction of any animate 
object in pictorial form, all of the 
magnificent mosaic representations of 
Christian personalities were covered 
over. When the mosque was repaired 
in the middle of the last century the 
Sultan allowed the remaining mosaics 
to be covered with matting before 
being plastered up, a concession 
which protected them for future dis- 
closure. 

A Christian church, a Mohamme- 
dan mosque, ® museum. Such is the 
story of St. Sophia through the 1,397 
years that have elapsed since its con- 
secration. Justinian built it at a 
time of great Christian ecclesiastical 
influence in Constantinople. The 
Turks occupled it at the height of 
Mohammedan influence.

Speaking before a Kiwanis meet- 
ing at Swift Current, Hon. J. G. 
Taggart, provincial minister of agri- 
culture, expressed full confidence in 
the future of agriculture in Saskat- 
chewan. He criticized the theories 
of impounding surface water by the 
erection of dams and planting trees, 
in respect to the influence of such 
practices on climatic conditions. He 
stressed the need of apprising the 
whole of Canada of actual conditions 
in the prairie areas and the facts 
upon which agricultural recovery 
should be based. 

Declaring that in historic times 
there had been no substantial change 
in climate in any part of the world, 
except through physical influences, 
Mr. Taggart told of drouth periods in 
Saskatchewan in the late '80's and 
the early '90's and in the early '70's, 
and sald these experiences had been 
worse than the present, there having 
been great destitution and suffering, 
The country was not a desert, and 
one must not accept temporary condi- 
tions as a forerunner of extended 
drouth, there being every reason to 
expect a recurrence of wet years. 

The problem of the settled dis- 
tricts in the areas affected by drouth 
was adjustment; a type of agricul- 
ture and of life should be adopted to 
make for reasonable security. Crops 
should be raised that were best suited 
to the environment, and it should be 
recognized that cereal crops were 
best adapted to the southern Saskat- 
chewan region. Agriculturists should 
adopt the best methods scientifically 
and apply the resources at their com- 
mand to secure the best in cultivation 
and marketing, experiments of all 
sorts being conducted before general 
adoption. Wheat, the minister said, 
would continue to be the major crop 
of southern Saskatchewan, plus minor 
products of other sorts, largely for 
local consumption. 

Scouting the theory of influencing 
climatic by impounding surface 
water, Mr. Taggart still maintained 
that dams were valuable for water 
surfaces, for impounding water for 
stock and for irrigation to assure 
winter feed. Tree planting on farms 
was also valuable for certaln pur- 
poses, chiefly shelter and improve- 
ment of home surroundings, but not 
as a climatic influence.
